FOUNDATION STONE: LAID, | 


This afternoon Lady Blake laid the founda- 
tion stone of the new building which is ‘to 


‘adjoin the Nethersole Hospiial in Bonham 


Road, and be known as the Alice Memorial 
Maternity Hospital. The event, which marks 
the final close of a state’ of things which has 
long been consid rd necessary, will be wel- 
comndu-ey yerywhere, and cannot but be extreme- 
ly gratifying to the committee of the hospitals 
who have for many years past been striving lo 
extend to Chinese women the privileges enjoy- 
ed by cven the poorest women in London 
The Medical Officer of Health has long advo- 
cated such a work thus formally started this 
afternoon, and has frequently ‘alluded in his 
annnal reports to the serious loss uf young 
adult lives, which he considered was undoubt- 
edly due to want of proper attention and cleanly 
surroundings at child birth. . For several years 
there was only one small room--13 feet long, 
7 feet wide and 6 feet high—in the Nethersole 
Hospital available for maternity cases, and in 
tgvo the Commnitice approazhed the Directors 
of the London Missionary Society asking them 
to grant a site iminediately behind the Nether. 
sole for a building to be specially’ set apart for 
midwifery. This was readily granted by the 
London Missionary Society, and last year the 
Committee was able to announce that, although 
the scheme had uot then keen completed, there 
was good reason for stating that before the end 
UF 1903, a special building and staff would be 
obtained for this important: branch of hospital 
work, On the 17th April last a contract was 
signed with Leung Kin, of the Yik Loong 
shop, Graham Street, for the erection of the 
building at an estimated cost of $13,00¢, although 
with the fittings, ete., it will probably involve 
a toval expenditure of some $15,000, 
the list of contributions already printed in our 
columns it is seen that the Chinese are con- 


1 tributing liberally tn sucha praiseworthy object. 


At present ihe Committee has in hand 
some $12,500, and-we can but re-echo the sen- 
tment expressed in our issue of the 26th 
February, that when an appeal is made to the 
European community and the Government for 
support, an equal measure of munificence will 
be forthcoming, The plans of the new build- 
ing, which were prepared by Mr. John Leimm, 
Kia, of 64, Queen's oad Central, show 
that the hospital is to be: crected under 
his supervision, on the remaining portion 
of Inland Lot No. $90, siluated on a 
site immediately behind the Nethersole hospi- 
tal in Bonham Road. [t will occupy a ground 
ares of fifty- -cight feet by thirty-two feet, and 
Will be a two-storied building ia the same style 
of agchatecture asthe ‘adjoining premises On 
the ground floor there will be two-privale wards, 
12 feet ‘by 20 feel, cach capable of providing 
ample accammodation for two patients, bul, 
according to present arras ements, (he manage- 
ment intend placing only one bed in cach. 
The two wards ; re to be divided by a corridor, 
leading to the lwo nurses’ rooms, matron's 
yoffice, and linen stores, 
will also be. the kitchen, an amah's room, dry- 
ing and bath rooms, etc. “he main ward, on 
he first floor, will prove a most airy apartment, 
some thirty feet square, Although capable of 
holding cight beds it is intended (o place in it 
only four, thus giving 230 square feet of floor 
space lo each. Ainarble tiled operating room and 
lecture room, each 10'6" x 13’,and night nurse's 
room, stores, bath room, etc, wre also to be 
erected on this floor, which will have a pleasant 
outioak across the harbour. The ward windows 
are to be provided with glass sashes, mosquito 
net sashes and jalousies hung so that a third, 
two-thirds or the whole window may be opened. 
The space under the ground floor will be 
ventilated and all timbers: left ‘exposed to 
air “where practicable. 
to be of hardwood and bees-waxed, and 
in the private wards the heating will be by 
separate fireplaces where sucha course can be 
adopted, but the general ward will be kept 
comfortuble in the winter mouths by centre 
warming arrangements. Hells are to be provided 
throughout. Asa protection from the after- 
noon sun, a balcony is to be erected on the 
west side of the building, which will be ap- 
proached by a flight of stone steps immediately 
behind the Nethersole Hospital. Weather and 
unavoidable delays permitting, the new hospital 
may be finished by the last day of the present 
year. Dr. Sibree, a lady, with Edinbargh 
diplomas, has been engaged from home, and 
is coming out in connection with the London 
Missionary Sociely to take charge of the Sulld: 
ing. 

The frundation slong, ° which will be on the 
retdining: wall above the site level) on the West 
side of the building, bears the following inscrip- 
tion, in gilt, letters: ‘The Alice Memorial 
Miternity Hospital, This stone wast laid by 
Lady Blake, July 23d, 1903" In the bed 
beneath it was placed a bottle containing the 
coins of Hongkong currency, copies of the 
three local newspapers ‘and a parchment

MOSQUITOES AND MALARTA.

Under the title of “Soil Nitrification and 
Mosquitoes,” an important paper is contributed 
tn the Lancet by Dr, Waddell, who describes a 
series of experiment showing that the presence 
‘water of even a very minute quantity of 
monia is fatal to mosquito Jurve:, and lead- 
ing to the conclusion that, while ammonia is a 
poisan to thei in all its combinations the con- 
tained nitrogen unit is the index of effective- 
ness) He infers that in the effective nitrifica- 
tion of the surface waters and vegetation 
through the medium of the soil we have a force 
of enormous potentiality in the crusade against 
malaria, and one which is capable of practical 
application, Nitification may be brought about 
in lwo ways—first, by the direct application of 
‘nitrogenous manures, and, secondly, by foster- 
‘ing the growth of certain plants belonging to 
the leguminotw which are known by their 
peculiar root-action to add to the nitrogen in 
the soil through their relation with certain earth 
bacteria, The growth of these plants may be 
encetraged by ‘he use of phosphatic manures, 
aiid als> by treating the ground and the seed 
to be-sown upon it with cultures of the earth 
bacteria veferred to which are sold commercial- 
ly under the name of “nitragin.” Dr. Waddle 
calis attention to the inhibitory influence .of 
animonia upon various low fo ms of animal life, 
and suggests that his culture methods might be 
tested upon alarge scale both in India and in 
the Campagna, They woald hive the ‘ncidental 
advantage of being in themseives profitableand 
he thinks it probable Uthat the method of 
co operat:
